Returns received from democratic 
primary elections i:i Limestone and 
Marshall counties indicate that Mor¬ 
gan certainly carried the former and 
Johnston probably the latter. Mor¬ 
gan, however, carried the largest 
towns in Marshall, but tho county 
Vote seems to have opposed him. The 
county is surely democratic, while 
Marshall county, which probably 
goes for Johnston in primary, has 
gone populist at last three elections, 
and if it does so again Johnston will 
lose that vote in the democratic leg¬ 
islative caucus.

Returns so far include only the 
larger precincts, hut they probably 
indicate tho general result. Appar¬ 
ent result as to senator was antici¬ 
pated by both sides and is regarded 
as a stand-off, with a shade the best 
for Morgan, because Limestone is ab¬ 
solutely certain to elect a democratic 
legislator. 


School Laml Deal OIL 
■ The Montevallo land deal is off. 
Word has been received in Mont¬ 
gomery from New York that Mr, Do- 
Bardelebon has given notice that ho 
tvill not take the lands. 

The history of the sale is too well 
known to be repeated. Mr. DeBardo- 
leben secured an option on the lands 
donated to the Montevallo school for 
girls by act of congress. There are 
25,000 acres of the land, and they 
are situated in the Warrior river coal 
Telds. and are thought to be worth 
much more than l|i5.00 por acre, at 
which price DeBardelebon secured 
the option. 

The reasons that the lands were not 
taken have nobyot been mado known, 
but it is more than probable the rea¬ 
son is that the patents have not been 
issuod. There is probability of fur- 
i fcher action by congress, and it may 
be some time before the titles can be 
perfected, if ever, and for that reason 
the action of Mr. DeBardolobon is 
mainly influenced. 


COTTON GIN CONSOLIDATION. 

Headquarters D f the New Company Will 

lie In Birmingham. 

The cotton gin manufacturers of 
the country have combined and or 
ganized a great company to be known 
as the Northington-Munger-Pratt Gin 
company, with lieadquartors in Bir¬ 
mingham. 

The finishing touches of the organ¬ 
ization are practically completed, and 
the public official announcement of 
the great newcompany is to made in a 
few days. Those who know anything 
of the organization are certain that 
W. T. Northington, ono of the most 
successful gin men in the south, will 
bo the president of tho new company. 

While the chief parties to the or¬ 
ganization refuse to talk, it is known 
that existing companies, with an out¬ 
put of more than 90 per cent, of the 
gins manufactured in this country, 
aro in tho deal. The Northington- 
Munger-Pratt company and the Smith 
Sons Gin and Machinery company of 
Birmingham are in it. So are the 
MungerGin company of Dallas, Tex., 
the Daniel Pratt Gin company of 
Prattville, the Winship Machine com¬ 
pany of Atlanta, tho Eagle Gin com 
paiiy and other well known com¬ 
panies. 

Birmingham is not only to be tho 
general headquarters of the great 
concern, but it is likewise to be the 
central manufactory. 


Deed to Univcrsily Lands riled. 

The deed convoying 8,44.0 acres of 
tho lands of the University of Ala¬ 
bama to the Sloss-Sheffield Steel and 
Iron company, which conveyance 
has been the subject of a state sensa 
tion because of the alleged impropri 
ety of the sale, was filed for record 
in the probate office of Jefferson 
county Saturday. The document 
signed by Gov. Joseph E. Johnston, 
president of tho board of trustees of 
the University of Alabama, and coun¬ 
tersigned by the secretary of the 
board, Robinson Brown. The deed 
contains a full description of the 
land conveyed and also a copy of the 
resolution adopted by the board of 
trustees authorizing the sale. 

A general description of the land 
sold is contained in the resolution. 
The deed goes into a lengthy descrip¬ 
tion covering several pages of type¬ 
written manuscript. The total con¬ 
sideration for the property is iF56,500. 
It was paid in cash and the deed was 
executed November 1, 1899.

New Railroad Probable. 

It is understood at New Decatur 
that eastern capitalists arc now in¬ 
terested in the Decatur and Aberdeen 
railroad, and that in all probability 
the road will be built in the near fu¬ 
ture. This road is to run from De¬ 
catur to Aberdeen, Miss., and if built 
will open up a fine mineral section 
of both iron and coal. 


The democrats of the house of 
representatives at their caucus held 
n the hall of representatives Satur¬ 
day afternoon selected Representat ive 
James D. Richardson, of Tennessee, 
as their candidate for speaker after 
a spirited contest which lasted 
through five ballots. This carries 
with it the democratic leadership on 
tho floor. 

Mr. Richardson has served fourteen 
year in the house and is the oldest 
democratic member in point of ser¬ 
vice, except Mr. McRae, of Arkansas. 
The candidates against Mr. Richard¬ 
son were DeArmond, of Missouri; 
Bankhead of Alabama, and Sulzer, 
of New York. 

Representative Hay, of Virginia, 
was elected chairman of the caucus 
by a vote of 77 to 02, ca3t for Mr. 
McRae, of Arkansas. It has been 
customary for the oldest member in 
point of service'to preside over tho 
caucus and the election of Mr, Hay, 
who has served only one term, was 
an unusual honor. 

Mr. R. Richardson was placed in 
nomination by Mr. Carmack, of Ten¬ 
nessee; Mr. DeArmond was nomi¬ 
nated by Mr. Benton, of Missouri; 
Mr. Bankhead was nominated by 
Mr. Ball, of Texas, and Sulzer was 
nominated by Mr. Cummings, of New 
York. The first ballot resulted: 
Richardson, 48; DeArmond, 83; 
Bankhead, 23; Sulzer, 25. - 

The four following ballots showed 
little change. At the end of the 
first roll call tho voto was Richard¬ 
son, 65; DeArmond, 45, and Sulzer, 
20 . 

Before the second roll call began 
Mr. Sulzer withdrew and asked his 
friends to vote for Richardson. 

There was a general stampede to 
the Tennessean and he was nomi¬ 
nated on tho sixth ballot, receiving 
90 votes against 47 for DeArmond 
and 2 for Sulzon. The nomination 
was then made unanimous.

A Fragment of Comet’s Tall—The Intense 
Cold of Space Felt by Man, 

The atmosphere forms an 
which is almost impenetrable 
meteors that are constantly pelting the 
earth. Most of the meteors are small. 

They come rushing through space, 
strike the atmosphere, and the friction 
against the molecules of air heats 
them to a white heat, and sets them 
ablaze. Sometimes part of oue may 
reach tho earth, but as a rule they are 
consumed, and the dust alone, cosmic 
dust, drops upon the surface. One of 
the, earliest known meteors fell in 204 
B. C. in Phrygia, where for a long time 
it was worshipped. It was carried to 
Rome, and Was supposed to be a mes¬ 
senger from the gods. Livy describes 
a shower of meteoric stones. The peo¬ 
ple were greatly alarmed, and declared 
a nine days’ festival to propitiate the 
gods. There is at Mecca a meteorite 
which fell in 600 A. D. and is still wor¬ 
shipped by the faithful. In Chinese 
literature there is mention of meteors 
which fell in 044 B. C. The oldest 
known meteorite which was seen to 
fall is now on exhibition at Ensis- 
heirn, Alsace, Germany. In 1402 it 
came crashing down through the air 
with a roar that prostrated the peas¬ 
antry with fright. It buried, itself 
deeply in the earth. It weighed 260 
pounds, and hangs to-day in the par¬ 
ish church. 

The Chupaderos meteorite, which 
weighed twenty-five tons, fell in Chi¬ 
huahua, Mexico. The largest meteor¬ 
ite known is the Peary stone, which 
weighs approximately. 100 tons. The 
stone of Canon Liable weighs at least 
ten tons, and exploded high in air, the 
pieces being , found all over the sur¬ 
rounding country. In Italy several in¬ 
stances aro known of the loss of lilo 
from meteorites. A peasant was sit¬ 
ting in his cabin and was killed by an 
an iron mass that crashed through tlie 
roof. Tho act was regarded as a visi¬ 
tation of divine anger. The city of Mi¬ 
lan is perhaps the only one that has 
been struck by a meteorite. A me¬ 
teorite of several tons’ weight fell in 
the heart of that city in the year 1660, 
on the authority of Paolo Maria Tez- 
zayo, and struck a Franciscan monk. 

More remarkable are the falls at sea. 
That a ship should bo struck would 
seem an extraordinary chance, yet a 
Swedish ship was so struck, the stone 
killing two of tho crew. On Dec. 1, 
1896, the ship Walkomming was sail¬ 
ing from New York to Bremen when 
her officers noticed a brilliant meteor 
that appeared to he bearing down on 
tho vessel from southeast to north¬ 
west. It passed with a loud roar and 
hissing sound, and plunged into the 
sea ahead of the ship. That it* was a 
meteor of large size was evident, for a 
few minutes later the ship ivas struck 
by a tidal wave. Even more remarka¬ 
ble was tho experience of the British 
ship Cawdor, which reached San Fran¬ 
cisco Nov. 20, 1897. During a severe 
storm a large and brilliant meteor was 
observed rushing down upon tho ship 
and with a roar and filling the air with 
fumes of sulphur it passed between 
the ship and fell into the 
feet from the rail. 

One of the greatest curiosities pos¬ 
sessed by man to-day is a supposed 
fragment of a comet in Mazapil, Mex¬ 
ico. The fragment is believed to be a 
part of the tail of Biela’s comet. In 
1846 something happened in space; a 
wreck occurred; Biela’s comet may 
have collided with another comet; in 
any case, the comet divided and many 
living observers remember seeing tlie 
two parts gradually separating. Some 
fatality pursued one part oS^ 10 comet 
and it met its fate in infj^pS- space, 
literally went to pieces and uecame a 
wreck upon the shoreless sea of space. 
Astronomers predicted that if the 
comet itself did not appear in 1872 its 
wreckage would become visible as 
shooting stars, and this prediction was 
realized apparently, as on Nov. 27, 
1872, there, burst from tho heavens a 
cloud of shooting stars. During the 
display one piece dropped upon the 
earth, and was secured at Mazapil, 
Mexico, and was declared to be a part 
ol’ tbe great comet. 

The average meteorite immediately 
after its fall is intensely hot, but at 
least one, which was handled imme¬ 
diately after falling, still held the in¬ 
tense cold of space. A few men can 
say that they have experienced this 
A meteorite exploded above Dhurm- 
saia, Kangra, I’unjaub, India, in 1860, 
and a section was picked up imme¬ 
diately by some natives who dropped it 
with expressions of pain. The explo¬ 
sion had exposed tho interior of the 
meteor which had been chilled by tbe 
intense cold of space, and was so cold 
that its effect was like a burn. This 
fragment is now to be seen in tbe 
Field Museum. Of it, Dr. Farington, 
tbe curator, said: {‘This is perhaps the 
only instance known where the cold of 
space has become perceptible to hu¬ 
man senses.”

The Sirdar's Camel Corps, 

The saddle was of wood throughout, 
with broad fans, the splay of which 
could he altered to suit a camel’s back 
witkoutmueh trouble by the native sad¬ 
dler attached to each company; the pad 
was removable—leather outside, soft 
felt inside, the stuffing being of hair, 
and by a system of pockets, this hair 
stuffing could be removed and shifted 
at will, so as to alter the. pressure and 
prevent it hardening and forming into 
lumps, the men being taught to con¬ 
stantly remove and pull the stuffing of 
their saddles. 

Each saddle was fitted with one large 
leather “kliorg,” or bag containing six 
days’ forage, and with two smaller 
ones containing the rider’s food and 
pare clothing; besides w hieh each 
man was provided with two water 
skins, to be filled according to require¬ 
ments. Thus equipped, a seven days’ 
desert trip could be undertaken, if 
there were wells containing sufficient 
to water tlie camels about every third 
day. 

The men were armed with a Martini 
rifle and bayonet, and carried 300 
rounds of ammunition, ninety in ban- 
holier and pouches, the remainder on 
their saddles, sewn in a roughly made 
saddle cloth, so as to distribute the 
weight equally. They wore clothed in 
a brown woolen jeresy, cord panta¬ 
loons and leather gaiters. 

The total weight carried when load¬ 
ed up for a seven days’ trip, with filled 
waterskins, would be a good 400 
pounds, which, of course, reduced it¬ 
self daily as forage and water were 
consumed. Thus we have a complete 
and self-contained lighting force, 
which in its own element, the desert, 
asks nothing from any one, which dis¬ 
appears and is swallowed up in the 
trackless waste, to reappear again, af- 
ter an interval of six days, having ac¬ 
complished its task.—Tho Cornliill. 

Trading in the Transvaal. 

Ordinarily tlie Transvaal tiading 
store is of galvanized iron, upon which 
the sun beats down with all its. inten¬ 
sity, making the air within almost un¬ 
bearable. But the trader does not 
mind this. Dressed in a pair of trous¬ 
ers. a liglit pair of shoes and a flannel 
shirt, ho reclines on a convenient part 
of the counter, and with the aid of his 
pipe passes the time until a customer 
arrives. 

Should tlie customer be a white man, 
tlie storekeeper and he will as a rule 
retire into the little side room for a 
few minutes, and a bottle and a couple 
of glasses will be produced. Should, 
he, on tlie other hand, be a native, tlie 
trader will glance at him casually, and, 
without moving, will ask him what he 
wants. He does this because Kaffirs 
often want something which they 
know the storekeeper has not got. Tlie 
shelves in the back of tlie shop are 
piled up with gaudy blankets, clothing 
of all descriptions, tinned goods, clocks 
and vases, cheap “jewelry,” and vari¬ 
ous other commodities. Below these 
shelves are tlie bins where tlie sugar, 
flour, meal and coffee are kept. 

Outside tlie store, on the stoop, are 
the agricultural implements, ploughs, 
harrows, new American inventions of 
ail sizes and descriptions, that are too 
big or too heavy to be easily carried 
away.

City of Mexico, December 2.—A 
remarkably and most gratifying 
statement has been sent to con¬ 
gress by Finance Minister Linian- 
teur, and will’be received with in¬ 
terest by all foreign holders of 
Mexico’s bonds, for it shows the 
marvelously improved condition of 
the Mexican treasury, which is 
now able, so ample are the reve¬ 
nues, to propose to congress a re¬ 
duction of the federal taxes. 

The cash revenue for the fiscal 
year ended June last was $60,022.- 
349, wholly derived from the usual 
and normal sources, and was in ex¬ 
cess of the finance minister’s esti¬ 
mate, most conservatively made, 
while .the returns for the five 
months of the present fiscal year 
show an increase over last year. 

In view of this prosperous con¬ 
dition of Mexico’s revenues. Min¬ 
ister Limanteur sends several bills 
to congress of great importance. 
Some $4,000,000 are appropriated 
for public works of prime necessi¬ 
ty, including new school houses in 
the federal district, new postoffico 
buildings here and at VeraCruz, 
and also other edifices. 

TO PURCHASE SILVER BONDS. 

The government further pro¬ 
poses to purchase some outstand¬ 
ing silver bonds hearing 6 per cent. 
interest, and will wholly abolish 
export tax on coffee, which will be 
a boon- to the coffee growers. 

It will, in addition, reduce sev¬ 
eral internal revenue taxes, nota¬ 
bly those on bank checks, life in¬ 
surance policies and the tax im¬ 
posed on new companies, accord¬ 
ing to the amount of their capital, 
and other reforms welcomed by the 
public. The statement of the fin¬ 
ance minister was published today 
nnd received the approval of the 
entire business community. The 
government has nqw a cash sur¬ 
plus of many millions of dollars, 
and is amply able to carry out its 
reforms, as revenues from all sour¬ 
ces show a natural and gratifying 
increase. 

The Mexican Herald says Minis¬ 
ter Limanteur’s report and recoin 
mendations constitute the culmi¬ 
nating proof of the excellent con¬ 
dition of the treasury, and that 
while other nations are trying to 
squeeze more revenue from the tax 
payers, Mexico abolishes taxes and 
seeks to make commercial and bus 
mess conditions more favorable, 
which is the constant policy of the 
government. Mexico is the pre 
tnier country of Latin America in 
point of financial stability and 
foreign credit. American holders 
of Mexican bonds will view with 
pleasure this evidence of the coun¬ 
try’s excellent financial condition

Vice-President, The Senate will 
choose one of its own number as 
President, pro tern., who will act in 
the place of the Vice-President as 
presiding officer, and just as it 
would have chosen a President pro 
tern,, if the Vice-President had liv¬ 
ed, to serve temporarily in his ab¬ 
sence. But the President pro tem., 
that the Senate will choose, proba¬ 
bly in the person of Senator Frye, 
who was President pro tem. in the 
last Congress and will continue 
under the rules of the Senate to 
act as such in the coming until his 
successor, probably in himself, is 
chosen, will not be Vice-Presi¬ 
dent. 

Some years ago, and with views 
somewhat chaotic on the point, 
many held that upon the death of 
a Vice-President chosen by the 
people through the electoral col¬ 
lege, the President pro tem. chos¬ 
en by the Senate would become 
Vice-President and as such suc¬ 
ceed to the Presidency should any¬ 
thing happen to the President. 
Such held, in fact, that on the death 
of the Vice-President the Senate 
could and should elect another, to 
serve out the unexpired term. And 
upon this question the Constitu¬ 
tion is silent; it make no provision 
for the selection of a successor to 
the Vice-Presidency in case of the 
death of the Vice-President or of 
his advancement, through the death 
of the President, to the Presidency. 

But during Mr. Cleveland’s first 
administration this whole question 
was brought up for'discussion and 
settled, so far as a law passed by 
Congress can settle anything. At 
that time the Senate was Republi¬ 
can and tjie death of Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Hendricks precipitated dis¬ 
cussion. “Suppose Mr, Cleveland 
should die?” men asked. “Would 
then a Republican, the President 
pro tem. elected by a Republican 
Senate become President of the 
United State and so the verdict of 
the people be reversed?” Obvi¬ 
ously, for the ; Senate to assume 
such power would in such case 
amount to a setting aside of the 
popular will. Men saw that such 
assumption would not be in accord 
with the theory of popular govern¬ 
ment. And for once putting par- 
tizanship aside the Republican, 
Senate passed a bill, that concur¬ 
red in by the House soon became a 
law, declaring that in the event of 
the death of the Vice-President,* 
the President pro tem. of the Sen¬ 
ate should not he considered as 
Vice-President and as such in line 
for succession to the Presidency 
should the President die, but that 
such succession should devolve up¬ 
on the Secretary of State, or, if 
such secretaryship were vacant, 
made suddenly so at the time of 
the death of. the President, upon 
the Secretary of the Treasury, next 
upon the Secretary of War, and so 
on down through the cabinet. So 
the death of Vice-President Hob¬ 
art puts Secretary Hay in direct 
line to the succession to the Presi¬ 
dency should anything happen to 
President McKinley. That is to 
say that as far as succession to the 
Presidency goes, Mr. Hay, as Sec¬ 
retary of State, becomes virtually 
Vice-President.—The American.'

Monument. 

A singular, mark of honor, anil yet 
one to which it is naturally on titled, 
has just been conferred by the United 
States govoruuieut upon North l’erry, 
a little village situated in Washington 
county, about twenty miles from Ca¬ 
lais, Me. That hitherto insignificant 
hamlet is located midway bctwoeu the 
equator and the North polo, and this 
memorable fact is to bo noted on a 
shaft which will be orected within the 
next few days at one of the most cen¬ 
tral points in the village. 

There is one church in North Perry, 
and the shaft will bo plaoed on ono 
sido of the little path leading from the 
street to the church door. On the 
front of the pillar will be but the 
words: “This stone marks latitude 
45 degrees north, halfway from the 
equator to the North polo. 

Naturally this unexpected incident 
has sot the people of North .1 erry in a 
,hitter of excitement. There are only 
about DOU persons in tho place, and 
while tho men earn their living by 
acting as guides to hunting parties and 
by working in tho lumber camps, tho 

women and children earn a little 
money iu the spring and fall by pick¬ 
ing berries and sending thorn to tho 
oanningfaolories. Notofteu do they take 
a holiday, but they are determined to 
have ono on the day when the shaft is 
- placed in position. 

Tho stone, which ha 3 just been com¬ 
pleted at a granite quarry near there, 
was ordered by the government, and 
tho spot which it will occupy has been 
marked by tho geographical surveyors 
. of the United States government as 
being precisely midway between the 
equator and the North polo. 

ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Dr. Anita Nowcomb MoGee, who is 
at the head of tho woman army nurses, 
and is an assistant to Surgeon-General 
Sternberg, has the rank of a first lieu¬ 
tenant and is entitled to wear shoulder 
straps indicative of her rank. ■ Dr. Mc¬ 
Gee has the distinction of being the 
only woman officer iu tho United States 
army service. 

One of the most promineut lawyers 
of Oklahoma City is Laura Lykins, a 
hull' blood Shawnee woman, who was 
graduated from tho logat department 
of the Carlislo Indian School iu 1898. 

The Princeton college flag was at 
the masthead of the Perry relief ship, 
along with tho stars and stripes, and 
was carried farther North thau any 
American Hag since 1871. 

Nathaniel* Hawthorne appreciated 
hispublihser, James T. Fields. “Some¬ 
how or other,” ho wrote once to him, 
“you smote the rock of public synijia- 
thy in my belief and a stream gushed 
forth iu sufficient quantities to quench 
my thirst, though not to drown me.” 

Chief Justice James A Peters, of the 
supreme court of Maine, is about to 
resigu his offico bocause of increasing 
years. A member of tho state bar, 
congratulating him upon his pre-emi¬ 
nent service, says: “It is superb, 
especially for great Americans, to be 
living in our age. It is a satislaction 
and a glory for them to.be apart of it.” 

Tho Government Printinff Office. . 
Tho new government printing offico 
will cost about $ 1 , 000 , 000 , and it is 
said that oven after its completion it 
will not be large enough to meet the 
demands upon it. The new building 
will be eight stories in height, and its 
floor space will be about nine acres. 
The floors will sustain a load of about 
85,000,000 pounds. Access to the 
various floors will be obtained by 
twelve electric elevators. The build¬ 
ing will be lighted with 7,000 incan¬ 
descent lights. A refrigerating plant 
will furnish cold filtered water on 
every floor for drinking purposes. A 
largo crematory will destroy all the 
refuse material, and this will aid in 
heating water, etc. 


JOR FARM AND GARDEN. 

Restorative Crops. 

Clover, cowpeas, soy beaus and the 
like are the best crops to improve 
worn-out soils. The crops may be cut 
for hay and grazed and the beneficial 
effects still be'very great. Where the 
soil has been very badly injured, how¬ 
ever it is best to plow the vines under. 
Marked results are produced i i most 
ca^es, the benefit being largely due to 
the effect ou the mechanical condition 
of tho soil. The added vegetable mat¬ 
ter enables the soil to retain great 
amounts of moisture and at some time 
during the growing season this stored 
up water is needed. 

OKI Hons and Moulting. 

Much has been said against the 
keeping of hens that are oyer two or 
three years old, and there is only one 
point against them, which is that each 
year a hen will moult later in the sea- 
sou, and the older the hen the later in 
the season will she moult.. When 
winter comes it many times catches 
her before she is fully covered with 
feathers; as a result she will be set 
back and suffer from the cold, and 
perhaps not commence laying before 
the spring. 

A little judicious treatment with 
nitrogenous food not only benefits the 
fowls, but shortens the periods of 
moulting, and in addition to that the 
growth of plumage is stronger and 
heavier, the fowls being then better 
able to stand the cold winter. The 
appearance of the fowl is also im¬ 
proved. The feathers look better and 
the fowls take on fat and meet the 
cold weather of winter with n vigor¬ 
ous constitution and in good health, 
which otherwise might not have been 
the case.—Mirror and Farmer.

The patron should then 
be certain that the operator thorough¬ 
ly mixes the sample by pouring; that 
all the cream from the sides of the 
jar, covers, etc., is mixed into the 
milk or cream, and that the halving 
is done immediately after the lafjt 
pouring. In lieu of this the operator 
may be required every time ho sam¬ 
ples at the factory (o furnish a dupli¬ 
cate sample iu a jar controlled by the 
jlatrou. In this way duplicate com¬ 
posite samples may be made, ong held 
in the control of the operator, the 
other in that of the patrou; both of 
which should test closely alike. 
Wide-mouthed jars should be used, 
which should be filled absolutely full 
to prevent cliurniug in transit. Ex¬ 
press charges should be prepaid, and 
the name of the party sending should 
be placed upon the package.—Ver¬ 
mont Agricultural Experiment Station 
Bulletin. 


The Fanner and His Help! 

We have had a number of inquiries 
about hired help on the farm and how 
we mauage to secure good help. This 
is one of those problems that everyone 
must solve for himself. No two men, 
farms or localities are alike. We can 
possibly give a few general points that 
will be applicable to nearly all circum¬ 
stances. 

One rule on our farm is to employ 
no one that uses intoxicating liquor 
at any time.- No man is employed that 
is in the habit of using profane lan¬ 
guage. Loud talking and shouting 
are forbidden. A man that shirks his 
duty is promptly discharged. We em¬ 
ploy middle-aged married men when 
we cau. We give every man a clear 
understanding of the kind and amount 
of work he is to do. Each man has 
his part of the chore work to do, aud 
no one is allowed to ask him whether 
he has done his work. We try to see 
that it is done. We hire all help 
either by the day or week. All help 
is paid every Saturday evening. v> e 
keep men as long as we can, and re¬ 
ward them for good, honest work. We 
board some of our help part of tho 
time, and some all the time. We re¬ 
quire kind, respectful manners, and 
give the same in return. We require 
no man to work extra time or do dis¬ 
agreeable work without extra pay. 

Upon our part, we treat men as oui 
equals. We feed them regularly and 
well. We do not ask them to do more 
than a good, honest day’s work. Wt 
begin at six o’clock in the morning 
and quit at six iu the evening. We 
pay men for every day, wet or dry. 
We allow a reasonable number of 
holidays. 

In case of sickness or accident we 
pay a reasonable part of their extra 
expense. We furnish or give nothing 
in our contract, but allow our men to 
share fruit and vegetables with us if 
we have them to spare and they want 
them. 

We never “boss” a man or give him 
an unkind word. If he is not satis¬ 
factory, we tell him so and discharge 
him. We allow him the use of a horse 
aud buggy occasionally without 
charge, but we do not keep a horse for 
any one. If we furnish a house it is 
kept iu good repair, neatly painted, 
papered, etc. Well, cistern and out¬ 
buildings are also kept in good repair 
and clean. We pay good wages and 
do not discount them for an hour or 
two lost time it' it is unavoidable and 
reasonable. We try to have our men 
aud their families honest, temperate, 
industrious and truthful,aud we stiive 
to be a model for them.—Farmers’ 
Guide. 


One of tlie Strangest Sights in the Whole 
of India. 

Mrs. Clara Erskine Clement de¬ 
scribes graphically a visit to the an¬ 
cient city of Amber, in India, and 
which is inhabited only by a few priests 
and thousands of monkeys. The hill 
on which the old city stands is sur¬ 
rounded by other high hills, crowned 
with towers and ramparts and covered 
with trees. The great castle fortress 
stands out boldly. The old zenama, 
or woman’s apartments—an extensive 
block of buildings, surrounded by a 
court—is the only place which is in¬ 
habited. This is a well populated and 
lively quarter, since a tribe of langour 
or hoonoomaun monkeys have taken 
possession, and dwell tere iu comfort 
and freedom. The Hindus religiously 
refrain from hurting or killing any 
animal, aud the monkeys, having no 
fear, are monarchs of all they choose 
to take. 

The hoonoomaun, or langour, is the 
sacrecl monkey, and the largest found 
in India. Its height is from two and a 
half to four feet; its body is singularly 
slender and supple; its face is black 
and Binooth, except for long white 
whiskers; the hair oh the body is gray 
on the back and white under the stom¬ 
ach; its tail is long and bare, with a 
single tuft of hair on the end. The 
Hindus have a legend which explains 
its very black face.

As 
they came near to the island, Hoonoo 
maun easily leaped over the straits, so 
skillful a jumper was he, and, finding 
Lita, he was comforting her with the 
news that hor husband was approach 
ing, when Ravana, the demon-king, 
appeared aud made Hoonoomaun 
prisoner, after setting fire to the mon¬ 
key’s long tail, ho gave him his free¬ 
dom that he might return to Rama. 
Hoonoomaun succeeded in blowing 
out the fire at the end of his tail, but 
in so doing he blackened his face and 
singed his hair in a most unbecoming 
fashion. Ths loss of his beauty so 
saddened the poor beast that. Rama 
made all the monkeys of his kind 
kalamoukh, or black-faced, which they 
remain to this day.—St Nicholas Maga¬ 
zine. 
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SCIENCE AND PROGRESS. 


A few years ago a sea wall was 
built at Barrow, England, to keep the 
sea from the workings of a mine, and 
it is now proposed to make an embank¬ 
ment 6,750 yards long, to inclose 
about 170 acres of laud, under which 
the mine has been extended, the ex¬ 
istence of ore having been demon¬ 
strated under that area. It is esii- 
mated that the work will cost nearly 1 
$ 3 , 000 , 000 , but the ore is of the finest | 
quality. 
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An electric rnck railway has been 
built at Laou, France, to connect 'ho 
railway station with an elevated pi t e u 
672 feet above the station, where most 
of the inhabitants live. The overhead 
trolley system is used in combination 
wilh a rack-rail track. Ordinary street 
cars are used seating forty passengei'B. 
Tho total cost of the line, which is a 
mile and a quarter long, was nearly 
$90,000. 

The French government is consider¬ 
ing the advisability of discontinuing 
the use of the guillotine and contem¬ 
plates the adoption in its stead of 
electrical execution. The head of the 
criminal is enclosed in a hamlet some¬ 
what similar to that used by a diver. 
When the executioner turns on the 
current two needles leap from their 
sockets, penetrate tho temples and en¬ 
ter the brain. A powerful alternating 
current ruptures and destroys the 
brain cells so quiokly that it is be¬ 
lieved that death will be instantane¬ 
ous. This seems like a olumsy method 
of execution, says the Scientific Ameri¬ 
can, but there is no question that it 
will be efficacious.

Woman’s Experience With Fertilisers. 

As I am a woman farmer, perhaps 
mv ideas may not be accounted of 
much value. Nevertheless, experience 
is worth something whether it be 
gaiued by man or woman. Ten years 
ago, when I made my first attempt, at 
trucking, I had 15 or 20 loads of fine 
manure hauled ou the truck patch aud 
pat upon one large heap. This was 
done in autumn. The ground was 
rich loamy soil and sloped toward the 
south. The first year told me this 
was not a good one, as the ground 
whereon the manure was heaped re¬ 
mained frozen for weeks after the 
other ground was in proper condition 
for plowing. Again I noticed that 
where manure was spread thickly the 
ground retained the frost longer, and 
ns one writer has said, was apt to turn 
up in clods, and the manure seemed 
dry aud loose. After experimenting 
for ten years, I have reached the con¬ 
clusion that there can be no particular 
rule to suit all farmers. The soil, the 
slopqofi the land and the climate must 
nil betaken into consideration. 

We are told that we must not fol¬ 
low the rules laid down by our fore¬ 
fathers, that methods of farming have 
changed so much in the lapse of years 
that we cannot with profit pursue the 
old ways. However, we cannot change 
nature; that remains tho same for all 
time. Our forefathers seemed to fol¬ 
low the same rule in farming. There 
were no agricultural colleges, no ex¬ 
perimenting, yet if the season was 
favorable their crop was good. This 
was duo to the fact that the soil was 
new and not so much land was under 
cultivation as.wo now' have. Time 
and education have changed this. We 
are the bettor able to discriminate as 
to which will he the most profitable 
plans to follow, but I shall continue 
to watch my neighbors’ crops and 
methods, aud whenever I see a good 
thing, follow it up, ] rovidiug all 
things work togetherfor good.—Amer¬ 
ican Agriculturist.

It is too bad that the farmers’ fam¬ 
ily can not have all the fruit that they 
wish to eat, but it is a fact that there 
are a very large per cent, of formers’ 
families who consume but little fruit, 
says a writer in Farm, Field and Fire¬ 
side. Grapes, for instance, which is 
ono of the most easily grown fruits, is 
as scares on a great many farms as are 
hen’s teeth, aud this, too, wheu the 
young vines can be had for a very few 
cents each, and take out little time to 
set out. The grape is a very whole¬ 
some fruit, aud there are but few per¬ 
sons who are not fond of it. 

It ought to be made a point on 
every farm to set out some fruits every 
year. Nothing adds so much to the 
attraction and comfort of the farm 
home as does the orchard and fruit 
garden. Who is there that has grown 
up aud gone out from the old home 
nest that does not look back with 
pleasure to the orchard where grew 
those delicious redapples of childhood 
days? Ought we not to plaut fruit 
trees for those who aro to come after 
us? If there is no other available 
place to set. out trees and vines, why 
.set them along the fen:es. No matter 
how little land one owns, there can 
surely be room found for a little fruit, 
and it ought not to be neglected. 

A grapevine or two* can be trained 
up the side of the house or some 'other 
building, and apple trees may be set 
in such locations as to b§ ornamental 


gages. 

It should be considered as an ac¬ 
complishment equal to proficieucy in 
music aud painting, that a farmer s 
daughter be able to make first-class 
butter. 

The dairyman who has had an edu¬ 
cated conscience and heeds it, will not 
allow dirt to sift into tho open top of 
the milk pail and then strain it out 
through the funnel. 

The dairyman who has faith in his 
vocation and makes money from it is 
not afraid to invest his profits in im¬ 
provements of farm aud cattle that 
will yield him compound interest. 

First class cheese cau only be pro¬ 
duced by the co-operation of dairymen 
with their local cheese maker. Borne 
dairymen are years iu finding this 
out, much to theii' financial loss. 

Economy iu the dairy means liber¬ 
ality of purpose. T > economise on 
the grade ot salt you use iu your but¬ 
ter, or the character «f feed you give 
your cows, is the rankest prodigality. 

It takes years of perseverance and 
experience to build up a good dairy, 
but only a few weeks of mismanage¬ 
ment t j tear it down.—American Cul¬ 
tivator.

Congress has met, and gone to 
work on the currency bill prepared 
by the special committee, appoint¬ 
ed by the Republican caucus of 
the last congress.

It will be recollected that The 
Constitution lias already effective¬ 
ly disposed of this attempt to jus¬ 
tify the rise in prices by the argu¬ 
ment that Tennessee rock had in¬ 
creased “100 per cent,” but since 
Air. Moigan returns to it we will 
renew our former statement. Ten¬ 
nessee rock, at the factory in 
Richmond, as well as at the facto- 
■y in Atlanta, has not advanced 
100 per cent. The Tennessee rock 
which enters into the manufact- 
ure of fertilizers in Atlanta, cost 
the factory men $4.41 per ton de¬ 
livered at the door last year, and 
this year it is being delivered to 
them at $5.91. The same figures 
are relatively true of Richmond. 
This is a long shot from feeing an 
increase of “100 per cent.” The 
presentation of a quotation “at the 
mine ’ is not a fair statement when 
the discussion is as to whatthema- 
teriai cost “at the factory” upon 
which the rise in price is justified. 

To the people who do not know 
how to add freightage to miner’s 
price this may do, but the farmer 
claims the right to a share in the 
whole thing right through from 
the time the miner’s pick is struck 
untii the product is placed in the 
factory workman’s hand, 
j The Constitution does not con¬ 
tend against an advance in the 
price of any article when it is has 
<d upon and is in proportion with 
lhe legitimate commercial rise of 
other tilings, but it does object to 
an advance based upon a “100 per 
cent” increase of raw material 
when it is really only about 20 per 
ce| it.

This is Accomplished By the Stereo Re- 
vuo of Paris. 

To give all the news without a Hue 
of printing is the purpose of the Stereo 
Revue, the latest and most ingenious 
invention in journalism. Three young 
Frenchmen, Messrs. Benquiet, Bouiiar 
and Pimbert, have realized this origi¬ 
nal idea in the following manner: - 
From the central office in the rue de 
Provence photographio reporters are 
sent out all over Paris and its environs, 
as well as to the departments and for¬ 
eign countries where anything is hap¬ 
pening of general interest to the pub¬ 
lic. ’Each one of these reporters is 
furnished with a verascope or instru¬ 
ment for photographing on glass the 
double negatives necessary for stere- 
optican slides. They take equally well 
pictures of street accidents, fires, races, 
automobile competition, trials in court, 
scenes at the theatre, etc., and when 
their supply is complete they return to 
the office, where the glass negatives 
are retouched very skilfully and used 
to make a series of double photographs 
or transparent positive films printed 
on a single roll which constitutes one 
number of the Stereo Bevue. Every 
subscriber receives a small stereoscope 
on the payment of his first subscrip¬ 
tion, and twioe a month a roll of from 
twenty to twenty-five pictures, which 
he fastens in the stereoscopes and, by 
means of a knob, turns before his eyes, 
revealing with striking reality scenes 
of which the newspaper descriptions 
can give but a comparative meagre sug- 

g Messrs. Benquiet, Bouffar and Pim¬ 
bert have so far perfected this process 
of reporting that, while in reality seat¬ 
ed at home with only a delicate 
modern machine before one, one needs 
color alone to complete the illusion of 
being present at diverting, luterostmg 
and exoiting occurrences in all parts ot 
the world. 

The same ingenious editors have 
prepared supplementary rolls where 
all the interesting places in a journey 
through the Lourain, along the Rivie¬ 
ra, in Switzerland or elsewhere are

photographed, and their subscribers 
without the trouble of reading, need 
only lift their eyes to become acquaint¬ 
ed with what is going on in the 
world.

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Is the Klondike Growing Warmer? 

Prospectic visitors and gold seekers 
iu tlie Klondike region may extract 
some comfort from tlie discovery, 
made by tlie Hardman Alaska expect - 
tion, that most of the glaciers which 
abound in tliat territory are receding. 
Tlie fact is an Indication that tlie aver¬ 
age weather there is growing warner. 
If it were growing colder the glacieis 
would be advancing; while if it were 
about tlie same one year with another 
they would maintain the same general 
position, neither creeping nearer to the 
sea nor melting away from their ter¬ 
minal moraines. The rate of glacial 
recession is so slow, however, that fur 
overcoats and warm sleeping bags are 
likely to remain as a part of tlie nec¬ 
essary equipment of Alaskan travel for 
some years to conic. Nothing, it may 
be adcied, is slower than the movement 
of a glacier except the settlement ot 
the Alaskan boundary dispute—Les¬ 
lie’s Weekly.

The following dispatch, dated De¬ 
cember 15, has been received from a 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
at Laoag, province of North Ilocos, 
Luzon : 

“Natives at Manitong, province of 
North Ilooos, report that Aguinaldo 
in disguise, and accompanied by sev 
eral of liis generals, left Manitong 
last Saturday with 500 men, going in 
the direction of Salsona, from which 
point he intended to proceed to Ca- 
bugaon, province of Cayagan. 

“An insurgent major, claiming to 
be in command of 100 Filipinos who 
have been guarding twenty-three 

American prisoners at Cabugaon, sur¬ 
rendered. He wrote his captains to 
deliver the prisoners to General 
Young. 

“General Young’s command 
now divided Into six or seven parties 
which are operating in the moun¬ 
tains about Laoag. Several parties 
are hunting for General Tino.

Why Fish, oysters and 

Dife Cannot Survive in It. 

An inquiry by H. F. Moore into the 
feasibility of introducing useful marin 
animals into the waters of G^at Salt 
lake nublished by the United States 
commission of fish and fisheries, leads 
to the conclusion that the water o 
Great Salt lake is too salt for oysters, 
fish and other animals of ewmomio 
value. The lake is eighty miles long 
by thirty-five wide, with a Present 
area of 1,750 square miles. Its depth, 
where deepest, is about thirty-eight 
feet, but the depth vanes each year 
with the seasons, and is now ten fee 
Teas than it was in 1869. Gould the 
lake be utilized for the produc ion of 
food fishes or oysters, its extent is 
evidently so great as to afford ° PP ° h r ; 
tunity for a large industry. But the 
conditions are shown to be such as t 
be unfavorable to the adult oyster ?° d 
destructive to the young oyster ^hen 
in its free-swimming stage of devel p 
ment. There is abundance of food, as 
The water teems with brme shrimps 
and insect larvae. The lake ismpemal- 
ly rich in minute plants, particularly 
diatoms, which constitute the chie 
food of the oyster. The absence o 
fish is supposed to explain the great 
abundance of fish food, th e quant y 
of which exceeds tbe supp y usually 
found in the sea. Catfish, it is sug¬ 
gested, might, perhaps, flourish_nea 
the mouths of the rivers, where the 

water is nearly fresh. 

For oysters the best degree of sa 
uity is that indicated by a density of 
from 1,010 to 1,020. They will not 
thrive in water containing the full 
amount of salt contained in ordinary 
sea water, but require a hrack sh or 
semi-salt water. Some are {o ^ nd 
water of a density of 1,023, a de y 
of less than one-seventh that of Giea 
Salt Lake, but these are small and ot 
inferior quality. At tint— - , 

of the water of the lake is asi high 

as 1 070—a degree of salinity 
which oysters and fish cannot endure 
It ha3 been supposed that parts of the 
lake near the mouths of rivers might 
be fresh enough to be P 1 f nted ^ 
oysters, hut the observations show 
that the areas controlled by the river 
vary greatly and rapidly in oxtent, 
according to the season of the year, 
illness The Weber river, for example, pour 
lUne twenty-eight times as much water into 
the lake at one season as at an 
other, so that the fluctuation 

of the position of the zone 

in which the water has the desired 
density of 1.01 or 1.02isvorygrea. 
Even tho wind at times drives the salt 
water into the area ordinarily occupied 
by fresh water, making the percentage 
ol salt at any given place uncertaim 
As for the idea that oysters or fish 
could be acclimated “by degrees, Mr. 
Moore thinks it unlikely that 
tization which has failed of accom 
plishment in Great Salt Lake within 
reasonable time. He disposes also of 
the idea that the salts in the lake diffe 
materially from those in the sea They 
are substantially the same and in the 

same proportions. The es .mate m 
made that the tributaries of the lake 

add to it about 16,000 tons of salt 
yearly. It has beeu held m some 
quarters that the 50,000 tons of salt 
annually taken from the lake by salt- 
makers must soon reduce its sahm y 
within practicable limits. _ -But y 
42 000 tons of this amount 13 table salt 
and the lake holds 400,000,000 tons of 
it so that it will take 14,000 yeais to 
reduce the-salt to the limits required 
for oyster culture. Upon the whol , 
it is concluded that the Chesapeake is 
not destined to suffer by the competi¬
